Health Commis- 
sioner Young’s report for last week shows 
a decrease of four cases in diphtheria and an 
increase of only four in scarlet fever. If 
precedent prevails both diseases will decline 
in prevalence from now to midsummer. 
Measies, however, is increasing rapidly. 

Twenty new cases of smallpox were discov- 
ered last week, making a total of forty-six 
since Jan. 1. All except four cases were in 
ithe South Chicago district. . 

Wards now having more than the average 
prevalence of diphtheria are: The Second, 
Sixth, Thirty-first, and Thirty-thira on the 
south side, the Tenth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
Forrteenth, Twenty-seventh, Thirty-fourth, . 
and Thirty-fifth on the west side, and the 
Twenty-second, Twenty-fourth, and Twenty- 
sixth wards.on the north side. 

The Sixteenth and Seventeenth wards, 
usually the worst in the city with respect to 
contagious diseases, remain comparatively 
free of scarlet fever and diphtheria.

Restaurant Windows. 


New York, Jan. 25.—[Special.]—Only a few 
hours after ordering extra squads of police 
to protect the hotels and restaurants from 
the striking waiters Police Commissioner 
Waldo tonight ordered arrested twenty spe- 
cial uniformed policernen hired by Propri- 
etor James Regan to guard the Hotel Knick- 
erbocker. The reason for their arrest was 
that they wore uniforms and badges resem- 
bling those of the regular policemen and 
were charged with impersonating officere. 

The special squad was employed by Regan 
after he had received a letter threatening 
his life. 

Tonight the Hotelmen's association issued 
e. deflant statement to the strikers. They 
asserted there could be no recognition of the 
unton and that they would not grant the 
other demands of the waiters. 


Riots Despite More Police.

Denies Projects Will Fail. 
It was suggested to Dr. Galloway tonight 


irrigation is a failure. This he denied. 
What I testified to,“ he explained, does 
not mean that our reclamation projects will 
fail, because the conditions in the west are 
different from what they have been in other 
lands. Our knowledge has increased and we 
are in a far better position to meet the prob- 
lems which other lands were unable to solve. 
“TI never said and do not believe that the 
reclamation works we have bullt will fail. 
Indeed, I am satisfied they will meet the 
conditions which exist. But we should not 
sit down and let develop conditions of de- 
struction sach as have developed in the old 
world. Our force of scientists should get 
busy and seek to solve those problems which 
yet await a solution.” 


Warns of Careless Owner. 

Fred H. Newell, director of the reclama- 
tion service, said tonight that careless han- 
éling of irrigated lands is apt to cause them 
to deteriorate in value. Under proper care 
such lands are bound to increase in value. 
Many of the farmers are inefficient and 
careless, so that from 10 to 20 per cent of the 


Mr. Newell said that the farmers had to 
learn for themselves just how much water 
to use ‘and that it was necessary sometimes 
to scare them, and again they would be 
taught by their own folly. In consequence 
of their action in using too much water the 
fertility was washed out of the soil, “Too 
much water also caused a plant to-run to 
stalk and leaves and it would not fruit. 

“In brief,” Mr. Newell said, che farmers © 
have got to use more brains and less water.“ 

The director added that there could be no 
question of the success of the reclamation 
projects.

Crispi, aided and abetted by Queen Marguer- 


ite’s masterful German-born mother, the 


late Dowager Duchess of Genoa. i 
At one time, eapectally during the closing 

years’ of the reign. of Edward VIL, whe 

brought all his personal influence to bear 


upon the Italian court and government in a 


sense contrary to Germany, Barrere appeared 
to have accomplished his aim. 


Promoted Over Seniors. 

When Von Jagow, who had been Prince von 
. Buelow's principal private secretary, was 
suddenly promoted over the heads of scores 
of his seniors from the insignificant post 
of minister resident in the tiny grand duchy 
of Luxemburg to be ambassador at Rome, 
German influence and popularity in Italy 
were at their lowest ebb. 

Von Jagow set to work to repair this and 
to undo the harm wrought by Camille Bar- 
rere. He was making his way in a manner 
most gratifying to himself and to his gov- 
‘ernment when all his labors were on the 
point of being brought to naught by the 
German hewspapers’ denunciations of the in- 
vasion of Tripoli, 

Fortunately. for Von Jegow, the. Parisian 
newspapers suddenly set up a most extrava- 
" gant outcry against Italy for having stopped 
2 French passenger, ship bound for Tunis 
and for having removed from the vessel ‘a 
number of Turkish army officers, who were 
on their way from Constantinople via Tunis 
to join the Ottoman forces warring: r 
Italy in Tripoli.

From the seat the driver or passengers in the 
oar can notice at once when the symptome 
of such things as a leaky radiator, low wa- 

aber supply, a pump out of order, broken fan 
belt, faulty lubrication, and other things 
‘which produce overheating develop. 

Heretofore it has been impossible to ascer- 
tain the temperature of the motor and cool- 
ing system, except by stopping the car and 
placing one’s hand on the radiator. At best 
this is Dut a crude manner of finding out the 
true condition of the motor. 

By means of a highly magnified column of 
red indicating fluid visible from the seat 
while driving either night or day, the motom- 
ever keeps the driver aware of the exact 
condition of his cooling syetem and one ad-

Many motors are constantly operated in 
winter at such a low temperature they are 
not flexible and require a far richer méxture 
than would otherwise be necessary. Many 
ther motors operate at too high a tempera- 
ture in cold weather as well as warm. As is 
well known, insufficient water in the radiator 
or clogged lubrication produce excessive 
heat, and if the red column in the dial is seen 
to rige above normal it is possible to stop the

Aside from demonstrating mathematically 
the practical certainty that the Cubs won't 
fall as lot as some pecple hope, the com- 
posite nine year standing is interesting in 
‘gome of its disclosures. Chicago has won 
more games than any other team during that 
interval. Its total of 808 falls short by only 
two games of the 900, which would give the 
Cubs an average of 100ewictories a year since 
1606. New York is second in the nine year 
total, with 872 viciories, and Pittsburgh third 
‘with a total of 839. The grand averages of 
the three teame for the nine yearsare: Cubs, 
3: Giants, 634; Pirates, 609. 

Not one of the other five teams has won 
half its games during that interval. Phila- 
delphla, with 676 victories and 602 defeats, 
comes nearest to the 500 mark, but falls be- 
low by ten points. Cineinnati also has made 
a fairly even showing, with 667 victories and 
710 defeats in nine years, giving the Reds 4 
grand average of 484. St. Louis Brooklyn, 
and Boston have Deen regularly outclassed 
by both the Phillies and Reds most of the 
way. Not one of the trailing three teams 
has won 40 per t of its games for the last 
nine seasons. 

Boston is a” 900 club,“ having lost an even

Story of Famous Defeat Given 
Giants Told by Sanborn. 


PREFACE TO LEAGUE FLAG.

Occasionally—only occasionally—a . base- 


ball game gives the victors and their adher- 
ents an tffective slogan for use in future 
combat, Not in many years has a victory 
produced a more lasting battle cry than the 
19 to 0 licking the.Cubs gave the Giants on 
June 7, 1906. Few fans who cannot remem- 
ber the year, the month, or the date have 
forgotten the score. In spite of time's heal- 
ing process KH still is a sore spot in the back- 
ground of the Gotham rooter’s memory and 
it will require more years than have yet 
passed to dull the zest with which Chicago 
bugs taunt the Giants with yells of 19 
tc 0” when they visit the western metropolis. 
It wasn't the size of the score nor the one 
sidedness of it that earned the game a piace 
in history. There bave been larger totals 
in runs and hite—lots of them. Almost every 
season, up to and including the last, sees 
major league teams roll up a greater number 
of tallies than the Cubs did on that day. and 
there have been more lop sided counts regis- 
tered. But never in recent years has there 
been such a pronounced victory which meant 
s0 much to the men who won it. 
Always hated foemen in Chicago, the 
Glants were world's champions and flaunted 
their title.in large print acrogs their shirt 
fronts for all to see. This added arrogance 
to their bearing and increased the enmity 
with which they were regarded in Illinois. 
On top of this Chicago had seen twenty years 
pass without a National league pennant to 
gloat over, and Chance was just perfecting 
the wonderful machine which was to bring 
a surfeit of bunting to the west side. 


Rivalry at a Climax. 

Four or five years later that 19 to 0 victory 
would have aroused much less glee, but in 
that year of 1906, while hope wag still fut- 
tering and uncertain, the Giants had met 
the Cubs on the latter's grounds in May and 
had dealt a frightful blow tothe budding joy 
of the rooters over the prospect of a winniag 
team. That blow rankled deeply until the 
men of Chance made their first invasion of 
the Polo grounds early in June and avenged 
it with something to epare. The Cubs won 
the ‘first two games of a series of four in 
New York before inflicting the crushing de- 
feat. That 19 to 0 was their third straight 
triumph, and it knocked the haughty world's 
champions back into third place,. besides 
strengthening materially Chicago's hold on 
the lead. 

Moreover, the victory was won against the 
best New York had, for the.Cubs batted 
Mathewson and MeGinnity. mainstays of 
the Giant staff at that time, to shelter inside 
of two Innings after they bad been subjected 
to a terrific bombardment which netted the 
Cubs eleven runs in the first inning. 
Ferguson had been sent in to pitch out the 
hopeless affair the Cubs kept right on maui- 
ing the ball, and might have piled up a record 
score. for the major leagues if they had not 
run themselves to death on the bases, fear- 
| ing @ threatening storm might rob them of 
thelr prey by stopping the game before five 
rounds were completed. 


Drive Matty to Cover. 

The Cubs drove Mathewson to cover be- 
tore a manewas out in the opening round 
Iron Man McGinnity could not stop them in 
that rush until fifteen men had gone to bat 
and eleven of them had completed the cir- 
evit. In the second inning Chances men 
drove McGinnity off the slab before be could 
get the side out again: Ferguson also was 
‘hit hard, but the Chicagoans then began to 
‘hasten their retirement to get in a legal 
game 

Jack Pfester, who earned the nickname 
“Jack the Giant Killer” in that season, 
pitebed for thé Cubs for seven innings, dur- 
ing which Meraw's tribe made only three 
hifs off him. With the score 18 to 0 in his 
fevor Jack retired and let Reulbach finish 
thé same, which he did with satisfaction. 
So complete was the rout that the 8,000 Goth- 
am fans who risked getting wet, turfied and 
roasted their pet champions unmercifully. 
The crowd jeered and hooted both Mathew- 
s0n and McGinnity as they departed from

ball. Von der Ahe's faith in the association 
was complete. Even when it was going to 
pieces, when the National league was under-~ 
mining it and club owners were traitorously 
selling each other out, Von der Ahe poured 
in his money. | 

They sold Von der Ahe club after club, un- 
loaded their stocks upon him, and when the 
crash came he was poor—except that he 
owned the St. Louis club—and that heavily 
incumbered. Two of them even tried to take 
that away from him. 

One of the most laughable things I ever 
knew of Chris doing was one spring when he 
owned three clubs. I was getting up a story 
showing the predictions of owners and man- 
agers.as ta the outcome of the races, and 
asked Von der Ahe to pick the position of hig 
clubs for me. Without hesitation he wrote 
three predictions, claiming the pennant for 
each of his clubs and signing all three with 
his own name as owner. 


Finally Squeezed Out. 

Without funds, with his club heavily in- 
cumbered, and the club owners preying upon 
him every time he got a rea! player, Chris 
became deadweight to the National league 
during the twelve club era, and when the 
circuit was reduced to eight clubs he was 
equeezed out entirely to make room for the 
Robisons, who had given up Cleveland. 

Chris went back to the beer saloon, but 
prosperity never returned. He changed 
piaces and moved closer into town. Few of 
his old partners who had grown rich off him 
even went to see him.

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MURPHY RETURNS TO FIND NO 
THREAT FROM FRANK CHANCE, 


Cubs’ President Fails to Receive Wire 
from P. L. Two Contracts Are Found 
in Mail,

President Murphy of the Cubs returned 
from Cincinnati yesterday and found in his 
mail the signed contracts of two players, 
but there was no telegraphic or other form 
of message from Frank Chance, ee 
or otherwise. 

To make. sure the tebegram W to 
have been sent from Los Angeles by the 
former Cub manager had not been misilaid 
during his absence the Cub magnate called 
up the telegraph companies by phone and 
started an investigation, which resulted in 
the discovery of no message, making it ap- 
paremt that, if Chance sent the telegram cred- 
ited to him, it has been seriously delayed 
in tranemiseion. In consequence President 
Murphy said: “I am not replying to state- 
ments made by Los Angeles news fakers I 
will add, however, that several people have 
threatened to drive me out of baseball at 
different times, but I am stahl here.“ 

The contracts received were from Tommy 
Leach, the veteran outflelder who was ob- 
tained from Pittsburgh last season in the 
Artie Hofman deal, and Bert Humphries. 
the Cincinnati pitcher, who comes to the 
Cubs in the trade that made Joe Tinker 
manager of the Reds. 

The Cub magnate said his trip to Redland 
was chiefly for the purpose of completing the 


purchase of a half interest in the Philadelphia 


National league baseball park. This was 
done in accordance with a previous agree- 
ment with C. P. Taft in case the club was

sold. Murphy declared the deal was purely a 
real estate investment and that he had no 
interest in the Philadelphia club either as 
stockholder or as backer of any of the new 
owners. He said he purchased half of the 
ball park in the hope of recouping some of the 
coin he had lost in the ball club, as the ground 
is bound to increase in value, in his opinion. 

In a letter from Manager Evers the sugges-

Artificially prepared foods containing iron 
do not always produce the desired effect, be- 
cause the iron is not completely assimilated. 
This difficult}, it is thought, may be avoided 
by causing plants to take up an increased 
quantity of fron during their natural growth. 
By adding hydrate of iron to the soll in which 
it was growing, the experimenters have suc- 
eeeded in producing spinach containing a 
percentage of iron seven times as great as 
that found in ordinary: spinach. It is be- 
lieved that the process will prove successful 

with other ferruginous plants.

That, With what had been left over 
from the buying of the houses, had just 
started my glove factory. And in the latter 
I had found the thing I was really seeking. 

First of all, deins in a small town, my

Witness the production of 1,800 bushels of 
corn on twenty-two acre@# near Spencer, 
N. C., in 1912, an average of a tiny fraction 
under 82 bushels to the acre. 

The late Dr. Seaman 8. Knapp, whose na- 
tional reputation as one of the leading ex- 
perts of the federal department of agricul- 
‘ture should be sufficient reason for accepting 
the statement, declared on many occasions 
that, acre for acre, lands in the southeast 
would yield bigger crops of the staples than 
lands in the north; that more bushels of corn 
per acre would grow in the southeast, under 
proper cultivation, than could be grown in 
the so-called corn bel for the primal reason 
that in the southeast nature worked more 
and worked longer hours for the farmer than 
in the country to the north. 

The longer growing seasons and the more 
frequent days of growth stimulating sun- 
shine ‘give the southeast an insuperable ad- 
vantage, provided the farmer will apply in- 
telligence and industry. 

The average acre yield for this dette is 
not now higher because many of the farmers

Mississippi! pecan orchard eight yeare old 
that produced on one acre a crop in 1912 
that sold at the orchard for $40. There 
are seventeen trees in the acre, planted fifty 
feet apart. 

I have before me also the photograph of an 
acre planted in pecan trees and Satsuma 
oranges, the orange trees being between the 
rows of pecan trees. The pecans are just 
coming into bearing and the oranges in 1912 
produced $350, orchard delivery. — 

The man who buys a farm should plant 
some pecans, some Satsuma oranges, and 
some grapes. They all add materially to the 
value of the land.

I think you 
will find that they are valued along with 
cheese and beefsteak, pound for pound, 
when made into a kind of cake or cheese. 
Beefsteak or cheese at not over 5 cents a 
pound looks mighty good to a slim pocket- 
book. I am told that much of the salted 
peanuts now sold are made from soy beans 
Try it. Parch a few of them, putting in 
some butter and salt. Then try a few for 
coffee. If you don’t want to try roasting 
them yourself take a few of them to the 
corner peanut man and get him to do it for 
you, Inside of ten years we will be eating 
mighty little beefeteak in this part of the 
country. In fact, a lot of us eat but litle 
now. It is fast becoming so high priced 
that few of us will be able to eat It in the 
course of ten years. Belgians, Hollanders, 
English, Irish, and Scotch people are able 
to buy but little of it now. The soy bean 
and rice help the Jap. and they will he 
us to solve the high cost of living problem.

RICE :PUDDING WITH -FIG SAUCE 
Press hot bolled rice into buifered cups; 
then sup out on a hot dish and pour the 
sauce over. Look carefully over the figs to 
be used; place them in a pen and cover with 
cold water; cook until tender; chop very 


nne and press through a coarse sieve. To 


this pulp add the juice of one-half lemon 
ané sugar if not sufficiently sweet. 

CHICKEN TURNOVERS~—Make a rich 
baking powder biscuit dough; roll out one 
fourth inch thick; cu. into squares; place a 
spoonful of minced chicken seasoned with 
herbs and onion, and moisten with cold 
gravy; fold dough over; brush with milk 
and bake about fifteen minutes. Serve 
with left over gravy, to which add the 
chopped giblets. 

APPLE GRAHAM PUDDING—Place a 
layer of graham crackers in bottom of but- 
tered pan: then add layer of pared, cored, 
and chopped sour apples; continue with 
more crackers and apples until pan is two- 
thirds full. Beat one egg with one-fourth 
teaspoonful salt; add one pint of milk; turn 
over the apples and crackers and bake in 
moderate oven until puffy and brown. 

ORANGE SAUCE—Thicken one pint or 
orange juice with one tablespoonful of 
cornstarch; cook until transparent and 
sweeten to suit. 

BOILED BEEF, DUTCH STYLE—Wipe 
three pounds of beef cut from the rump, 
then place it in a kettle in which is some 
hot suet drippings, browning well. Adda 
medium sized onion cut in elices, a large 
carrot scraped and cut into slices an inch 
thick, a level tablespoonful of salt, and 
cover with boiling water. Place on the lid 
and simmer until the meat is tender. It 
may be left whole, but will require less time 
to cook tender if cut into pieces about the 
size of small apples.

Grapefruit Marmalade. 

“Will you kindly give me c recipe for 
orange marmalade, using oranges, lemon, 
and grapefruit? Mra. J. R. B.“ 

By a happy coincidence another corre- 
spondent sends by the same mall which 
brought me your request a recipe for the 
conserve you wish. She calls it grape- 
fruit marmalade but it contains all three 
of the fruits you mention, and whatever 
name you call it by I don’t doubt it will 
taste as good. 

“GRAPEFRUIT MARMALAWE.—One 
grapefruit, one large orange, one large 
lemon. Scrub fruit, cut in halt, seed, and 
take out cores, Chop or shave the fruit 
very fine, saving every bit and évery drop 
of juice. Measure these, and to every cup- 
ful add two cupfuls of cold water, put in 
agate or china vessel and let stand for 
twenty-four hours—longer will do no harm 
Put on the stove an@let 
it come slowly to a boil, cook for twenty 
minutes after this and set it away for 
twenty-four hours more. Then measure 
again, and for every cupful allow a cupful 
of sugar; place this in a shallow van in 
open oven; put fruit on the stove and bring 
again to the boil, and boil hard ten minutes. 
Put in the sugar. boil moderately until the 
fruit jellies on a spoon dipped into it. Fill 
your glasses with the hot mixture, and 
when the marmalade is cold pour over the 
top of each glass a thin film of melted 
paraffin. The amount I have given will 
fill ten ordinary jelly glasses and will keep 
for years. 

„Sometimes I make the marmalade with- 
out the grapefruit, Occasionally I use the 
ofanges and lemons, and just before put- 
ting in the sugar | stir in a quart of rhubarb 
stewed without sugar+bdut 1 allow sugar 
tor it. Often I use other fruits than the 
rhubarb—pears, peaches, etc., but I always 
stew it until soft. Be sure that the skin of 
the fruit is very tender before putting on 
the sugar.

When light 
mold into loaves and place in well greased 
beking pans, cover, and let rise again for 
about one hour; when light bake in a quick 
Oven, where it should brown in from fifteen 
to twenty minutes, then reduce heat until 
baked. An ordinary loaf requires about 

fifty minutes, 

“The beating of batter and kneading of 
the dough is of as much importance as the 
ingredients you put in to make good bread. 
Beating and kneading add the air which 
is necessary for the development of yeast. 
Greabing the bowl and keeping bread well 
covered while rising prevents a er ust from 
forming on the top, which if allowed to form 
and kneaded into the dough causes streaks 
through the bread. Potatoes keep the bread 
moist and give it a nice flaver. Use no 
flour when molding Into loaves and handle 
ae little as possible. To be sure bread is 
ready for oven, put four on the finger and 
make an impression in ons of the loaves. If 
the impression remains the bread will rise 
no more, if it disappears give it a little more 
time. Vhen baked remove from pans end 
do not cover with cloth until cold. 

“I truat this recipe is not too long, but 
I could not condense it, as this is just the 
way I have always made it. 1 am also in- 
closing a good Gookie recipe, which con- 
tains no shortening or milk. They are ex- 
cellent for children. 

“ CHILDREN’S COOKIES—Tro pounds 


plc, one teaspoonful anise seed, yolks of 
three eggs, pinch of sak. Use enough flour 
to make a soft dough. Cut with cookiecut- 
ter, place in well greased pans, and bake in 
hot oven.

Fruit Cake That Will Keep. 

In Oréer that those who have any doubt 
as to the last statement may have the 
chagee to prove it I give with this a recipe 
for fruit cake. 

“I inclose you directions for a fruit cake 
which will keep for one year or twenty- 
five with the right care, and is better after 
one month than when first made. The 
recipe has been in our family for five gen- 
erations at least, and was used by my 
mother at her wedding and again at her 
golden wedding two years ago. 

“ PRUIT CAKE—Two and a half pounds 
white sugar, one pound butter, one pound 
flour, dozen eggs. Beat eggs. add sugar

- and butter creamed together; and flour. 


Add two pounds currants, one and one-half 
pounds raisins, and one pound shredded 
citron, dredged in flour, and two ounces 
each of allspice and cinnamon, and one 
ounce grated nutmeg. Bake ina very slow 
oven about five hours and wateh constantly, 
as it will burn easily. C. d.“ 

A cake with such a pedigree as this should 
be worth having and I follow it with in- 
structions for another which is almost as 
well recommended.

Another Fruit Cake Recipe. 

I send a fruit cake recipe which has been 
used for years without failure, and will, 1 
hope. be of interest to some of your readers. 

“PRUIT CAKE—One and a helf cups 
butter, half cup each of butter and of lard, 
three eggs, a grated nutmeg, a teaspoon 
ground cloves, three teaspoons ground ein- 
namon, a teaspoon and a half baking soda, 
a éup each of currants and of raisins, the 
latter cooked in a little water until tender 
and all the water cooked away, a cup sour 
milk, a cup nut meats, walnut or any kind 
you choose, three cups four. MAS. G. B.“ 

All these cakes have their place in the 
commiseariat and are perhaps of most use 
to offer on state occasions. For this reason 
their keeping qualities are valuable, 
since if wrapped in cloths and shut away in 
a tightly closed tin box they are good for a 
much longer time than a simpler cake would 
be. Although expensive in material, they 
should only be eaten in small quantities 
because of their richness and so are not 
so costly in the long run as a plainer cake 
that would be wg “ay — large portion.

Make precisely as directed in the fore- 
going recipe, but after you have made the 
dumplings wrap and tie each up in a square 
ot cheesecloth which has been washed and 
shrunk.

Housewife Must "Be "Efficient. 

That a more efficient oversight of the cull- 
nary department of the home will go further 
toward the solution of the high cost of living 


‘problem than any other one factor, is the 


honest opinion of one who both earned 
and prepared the food. for her household. 

In marketing it will soon be apparent to the 
well informed woman that (he market men do 
not attempt, after a futile trial or so, to im- 
pose upon her. She aske for the precise cuts 
she wants and knowe them when she sees 
them. She insists on their being properly 
trimmed and watches the scales as they are 
weighed. 

The farsighted woman keeps an eye on THE 
TRIBUNE “ opportunities *’ buying where she 
can get the best prices. She figures that the 
outlay of carfare and the extra hour spent 
in going out of her way is werranted where 
she lays in a week's supply at a considerable 
saving. 

The housewife who makes a science of cook- 
ing finds that the cheaper cuts of meat are 
both palatable and mourishing if only they 
are properly cooked. Take, for instance, a pot 
roast Of beef, using for the purpose a solid 
chunk of lean beef from the shoulder. Have 
the butcher put in a bit of suet for braising. 
The process of cocking pot roast is so well 
known that I forbear repeating the recipe. 
but I want to emphasize the fact that the 
secret of success, as with all similar meat 
dishes, is simmering slowly. It may be al- 
bowed to boil briskly for less than a minute at 
the outset, after which it is skimmed» Then 
the gas must be turned low so that the meat 
simply simmera. 

By slow. cooking the fow! that would other- 
wise be tough, or any cut of beef or mutton, is 
made tender. Moreover meats cooked in this 
Way are more nourishing than when the cell 
substance has undergone a change through 
hard boiling. 

Even where the cooking of such meat dishes 
requires an hour or more with the gas turned 
low it will be found to take less gas than fry- 
ing or boiling. The oven roast is not only an 
expensive cut but the gas consumed in cook- 
ing it is no small item. 

Mutton ragout, “potted steak (round or 
rump), pot roast and similar economice!l meat 
dishes have the additional advantage of setv- 
ing for appetizing made over "’ dishes and 
even the last scrap may be used. 

If the advancing coet of food stuffs serves 
as an incentive to heedless house wives to re- 
duce cookery to a science, the condition that 
now seems to be a hardship will prove a

Economists have shown that prices of ne- 
cessities have increased 50 per cent int the 
last fifteen years, and in my payticular case 
wages have only increased 20 per cent. How 
to keep up a decent standard of life and add a. 
little to the family savings ie my problem. 

We all know the chief causes for such in- 
equality in earnings and spendings must be 
removed by legislation, but some also can be 
remedied by education, and that is where 
your department is doing a great work. 

flere are a few ideas I have not yet seen 
published and may help some one: 

The back widths of old house dresses and 
wrappers; which we know are quite good, 

when the fronts are worn out, make service- 
able Mary Jane kitchen aprons. Old flannel- 
ette kimonos make good, strong bags to hang 
behind doors, useful for many purposes. Be- 
hind the pantry door I have one of these bags 
with 4 large opening, ten inches, incased ina 
telegraph wire go that ft is held permanently 
open.

Should Get Lint 4 Foreigners 


A national way to reduce the high cost 
of living is to lim{t'the consumption of arti- 
cles by the actual needs. We Americans 
may learn much in this respect from most 
European people. As a rule, our tables are 


loaded with a profusion of food that is sim- 


ply wasteful. Ordinarily, it is-economical 
to purchase supplies for the household daily, 


at retail, rather than weekly or monthly, at 


wholesale, even though the prices paid are 
higher. Then again, it is a common mistake 
to purchase articles simply because they are 
cheap. ‘The first question should always bes 
“Are they needed?“ 


Another good way to reduce the high cost 


of living is to exhaust every use of an article. 
The surplus of a dinner may be used for the 
next breakfast. An article of clothing out- 


grown by one child may be made over fora] 


younger. A little study will bring other 
methods of economy to any practical house- 
keeper, ye a careful superintendence of 
home operations made by her will result in 
home prosperity and comfort.

Teach Daughters Home Work, 

in my own experience I could have saved 
one-half of our household expenses had I been 
given training in housework before I became 
a housekeeper. When I was married to a 
man unable to keep help, I had never made 
so much as a cup of coffee alone, and I am 


sure that for a few years I wasted enough to 


have kept a small family learning how to 
cook, to purchase supplies, etc. 

Now my daughters are taught how to 
keep house from the smallest detail; how to 
purchase provisions and the food valve of 
different foods. When they are called to 
homes of their own they will be true help- 
meets. A well trained woman in domestic 
economy can earn as much as her husband 
following the old adage, ‘A penny saved is 
was good as a penny earned.’ 

A young man on moderate salary can- 
not afford to marry a girl not well taught 
the art of housekeeping, but how many start 
out the same way as myself, with no knowl- 
edge of the work expected of them. 

In a large way, solving the high cost of 
living is by a practical teaching of our 
daughters how to cook, buy, sew, and clean 
for themeelves and household.

Too Many Unnecessaries. 


First we must take into consideration the 
fact that all foodstuff raised in the world 
is put to use in sustaining life. Also al other 
necessities of life, such as shoes, clothing, 
furniture, houses, medicine, and such ma- 
terial are used and not wasted, and still 


‘there is a shortage, and because of the 


shortage prices have gone up. 

When prices started upward, all workers 
for wages or salary demanded a raise, which 
was given them, and in order to meet this 
raise employers of wage earners again 
raised thé price of manufactured goods and 
foodstuffs. 

For instance, a butcher who gives his help 
a 50 per cent increase in wages at once raises 
the price of meat to correspond; therefore 
the present situation is like a man in bed 
under a short blanket, with which, when he 
covers his head, hig feet are left bare. 

So we now find the situation to be a world’s 
shortage in the necessities of life, and, no 
matter how dear or how cheap they be, there 
is not enough to go around. 

In my opinion the reason this state of 
effairs has been brought about at this period, 
when there is plenty of work and al! indus- 


tries booming, is that there are far too many | 


now at work making the unnecesearies of 
life, such, for instance, as autos, soda cracker 
cases, egg crates, and many pastebvard 
boxes that inclose, say, 5 cents worth of 
food sold for 10 cents; also too many work- 
ing in such oecupa tions as driving delivery 
wagons for small parcels. For instance, a 
team and wagon with driver, costing about 
$8 per day, delivering a bar of soap from a 
downtown store to a suburban residence, or 
six to eight milkmen delivering milk in one 
city block, when one could do it, leaving the 
others to work at something that would be a 
benefit to mankind, such as raising foodstuff 
or making garments. Then there would be 
more foodstuff and more garments, in fact, 


more of everything that is used by all, should

It is 
said their friendship caused the count to sue for a di- 
vorcé. The countess blamed Count Walderses for be- 
ing the cause of so much gossip and bringing her friend- 
ship with the prince to an end. Before bidding her a 
last farewell Prince Wiliam wrote her a letter, which 
ended in these words: 7 

“In order that you may never again doubt my love; I 
send you, countess, this ring, which I would have you 
place upon your finger.

the Cost of Alimony Was Row. 
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HE oldest cuneiform letters in the wortd 
have been found. Besides being the old- 
est letters in cuneiform writing known 
they are interesting becange of kicks 

against boarding bouse keepers, husbands, 
etc. These letters are written in cunei- 
form writing on bricks that are being un- 
earthed by the German Oriental society, which 
is now making important excavations in Nine- 
veh, Babylor, and Asbur. 

These bricks vary in size. The largest are 
three inches long, two inches wide, and one- 
fourth inch thick. The average is about one 
inch. wide and one-fourth inch thick. These 
letters, according to Prof. Eiselen, who de- 
ciphered them, must have been written from 
700 to 1000 B. C. The letters about the board- 
ing house and the divorce are supposed to have 
belonged to the library of King Ashur Ban 
Apal, who lived in Nineveh in 650 B.C. This 
library ie said*to have contained about 30,000 


inecribed bricks and cylinders. 


The most interesting of these bricks was 
written by man who lived in a boarding 
house. The poor boarder ‘does not say that his 
janidiady set hash before him three times 1 
day, but be intimates as much. 

He has written his father a letter in which 
he incloses money asking the old man to buy 
Him fish, bread, and other food. ab he is unable 
to get anything good to eat in the town where 
he lives.

An Ancient Divorce Case, 

Almost as interesting is a divorce cas 
where a man who decides he cannot live with 
his wife any longer promises to give her what 
he considers a satisfactory alimony. “ Naid- 
Marduk, son of Shamash-belatsu-igbi, will give 
of his own free will to Rama, his wife, and

The alimony 
this Babylonian wife received was food and 
clothing only, and contained not one shekel 
ef colin of the realm.” 

More information on the subject of alimony 
is to be had from this marriage contract, which 
says: Rinum, son of Shamkhatum, has 
taken as a wife and spoure Bashtum, the 
daughter of Uzibitum. Her bridal present 
shall be shekels of money: When she re- 
ceives it she shall be free. If Bashtum 0 
Rinum her husband shal] say, ‘Thou art not 
my busband,’ they shall strangle her and cast 
ber into the river. If Rinum to Bashtum his 
wife shal] say, Thou art not my wife,’ ‘he 
shall pay ten shekels of money as her alimony.” 
They swore by Shamash. Marduk, their king, 
Shamshv-iluna and Sippar.

The alimony provided in this case is really 
money, but it is no improvement on that set- 
tled by Marduk upon the unfortunate Ramua. 
Prof. Eiselen says that the sbekel erred to 
in this marriage contract was worth about 62 
cents of our money. So the alimony which 
Rinum agtees to give his wife in case he di- 
vorces her amounts to only 86.20. 

Prof. Biselen says such a lump sum of 
money, so utterly absurd to the modern 
woman, was common ip Babylon.

The Origin o/ Tehataldia. 


Among names of frequent occurrence it is 


,interesting to note that Chatalja, or Tcha 


taldja, from “ chatal,” a fork, probably mean- 
the place &t the forked roads. Deli Yunus 
at the north of the Tehataldia lines, which 
was at one time reported to have been cap 
tured by the Bulgarians, simply means the 
Prophet Jonas, from “deli,” mad, or inspired, 
and Yunus, the Turkish form of the nan 
Jonas. The name perpetuates a local tra 
dition. 

The name Kumelia (in Turkish, Rumili) 
for Buropean Turkey is itself interesting in 
its origin. “Rum,” the Turkish word for 
Greek, is itself a corruption of Roman, and 
was applied to the Greeks in Byzantine times 
as the people of New Rome; “il” means land, 
is merely a suffix,

If your husband, having lost hope after a 
period of forced idleness and poverty, has de- 
serted you, though he has been gone man 
years, do not abandon all hope. Go to the 
Salvation army and they will put in motios 
a great machine that covers nearly every etw. 
ilizei land. Don't let 2 false feeling of 
shame deter you. The case will be handled 
tactfully and confidentially. You will be 
given a blank to fill out upon which stands 
out the sentence: All eommunications are 
strictly confidential.” 

The blank in part reads as follows: 

Full name of missing person. 

Was he (or she) known by any nickname 
or alias? 

A request for a description follows and a 
photograph is asked for. ‘Then: 

Please state any mental or physical pe- 
culiarities by which he might be identified. 

How long missing? 

Last known address? 

What have you done to find him? 

The next to the last question is: “ Why 
do you desire to make inquiry?” 

When this blank is filled out and returned 
to the bureau of missing friends the details 
then are spread abroad among the differeat 
branches of the organization. Thus a de- 
scription of the missing man is sent to almost 
every town of size throughout America and 
the important foreign countries.

Majority of Searches Successful. 

The officers of these various branches then 
begin the search. As the Salvation army men 
and women cover a town thoroughly from 
the business houses to the jails, saloons, and 
lowest dives the majority of the cases end 
successfully. 

Most of the inquiries come from the old 
countries, Husbands have emigrated and 
in the new land, amidst a new prosperity, 2 
higher standard of living and newer and per- 
haps prettier faces they have forgotten—per- 
haps purposely—the waiting ones in the home 
land. 

Among the cases found of a man who had 
been living with his family and then de- 
serted them—unlike the cases where the em- 
igrant sought a better home—drink is the 
chief cause of desertion. _ Jealousy—either 
with or without just cause—and lack of 
money closely follow. 

Sometimes, in fact often, there is a com- 
bination of causes. A man in returning 0 


his femme after a drunken debauch, without 
monty or a job or the prospect of one, sud- 
denly pulls up stakes and leaves his family 
to get albu as best they can. In this case 
drink aud lack of money have combined to 
cause the desertion. 


The wWifé—anmindful or forgiving the 
hideous ePuelty and selfishness of the deser- 
tion—gets along as best she can for awhile, 
ahd When she begins to get on her feet she 
wants her htisband back. Then she goes to 
thie bureau of missing friends. 


. 
Army Will Not Trace Criminals. 


In all cases the army insists on knowing 
Why the missing one is wanted. This burean 
will work hard to gladden the heart of a 
wife or mother with news of the absent one, 
but they will not trace a criminal. If any 
one who wishes to trace an absconding clerk 
has the idea that here he will find a cheap 
detective service he should put the idea out 
of his head. 5 

Of course in many cases the missing one 
has committed a crime. This may be the 
primary or the secondary cause of the deser- 
tion. In such a case the army officers have 
a particularly hard task. 

Onee the man is found the work is not 
over by a long ways. Diplomacy and tact 
are required to bring back the absent one. 
The officers attempt to bring the couple to- 
gether. Letters from the wife are taken to 
the husband and a personal appeal is made 
to him to read them, to answer them or best 
of all to return to his wife. 

For instance the bureau now is working 
on a case in Chicago of a man who deserted 
his wife nine years ago. For a time she kept 
in touch with him, but he ‘would not return 
to her. Then she lost all trace of him. 
Finally she appealed to the bureau of miss- 
ing friends, and they found him in Chicago. 
He is holding a good position and is perfectly 
able to support a wife. The officers have 
given him letters from his wife—most touch. 
ing and pathetic letters—and at present ‘t 
appears that he will return to her. 

In this case as in many others the burean 
was given a testimonial] by the happy womaa. 
These testimonials—which no one outside of 
the officer in charge is allowed to read—are 
full of gratitude and thankfulness.

Missing Wives Sometimes Sought. 


Occasionally a missing wife is sought, and 
these cases are more apt to have a tragie 
ending. Few cases involving scandal are 
handled by the bureau, for in these cases 
the deserted one does not desire the return 
of the runaway. Petty quarrels are often 
the cause of the wife’s running away, but ‘t+ 
is harder for her to keep her head above 
water. g 
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Sometimes missing heirs are found. A 
friend of the lost one will ask the bureau : 
hunt up the heir and tell him an estate has 
been left him. This is done, but alas for 
one’s faith in mankind, seldom does the lucky 
one express his gratitude in a monetary way. 

In many cases where the missing one has 
committed a crime he makes full confession 
to the officer that finds him, for he knows 
the confession will be kept secret. The man 
who has done wrong would be afraid of the 
police or of a private detective agency hired 
by his friends, but he recognizes the army 
uniform and feels confidence in the officers 
that have come to find him. 

Some tithe ago a young fellow had a job 
in an office where he handled large amounts 
of money. He stole some of it and when he 
saw that he was about to be found out he 
ran away. His relatives made the loss good, 
the affair was hushed up, and there would 
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ha ve been no prosecution, but the missing 
man could not be found. Having arranged 
the matter the relatives were unable to tell 
the news to him. They appealed to the bu- 
reau of missing friends, 

The army traced the man from city 75 
city throughout the northwest, to Cincinnati, 
back to St. Paul, and finally caught up with 
him in Chicago. He had been dodging back 
and forth pursued by a guilty conscience. 
The officers told him the good news and sent 
him “back to his friends. 

This bureau handles about seventy-five 
new cases a month, and the average case 
takes three months to look up. At the pres- 
ent time there are more than 1,000 casés on 
the books. These cases are kept open from 
three to four years, but hope isn’t abandoned 
then as there always is a chance that one 
of the army officers may run across the miss- 
ing man.

Does It Pay to Live Long? 

And along with the proposition comes the 
kindred one: Does longevity pay? 

Sir George Birdwood. M. D., a noted Eng- 
lish scientist, himself an octogenarian, throws 
a new light on the question by suggesting 
that abnormal longevity is a most undesira- 
ble thing. Sir George spent nearly fifty 
years in the public service. He was for- 
merly ay army surgeon and professor of anat- 
omy and physiology. He was in the India 
office for thirty-one years and is founder of 
Primrose day. In India his name is a house- 
hold word. 

Writing to a contemporary, he refers to the 
people who have been telling us “ how they 
have, in their own thinking, managed to 
achieve this profoundly questionable glory ; for 
imagine millionaires hugging their hoards for 
100 years, to leave them to already senile sans 
to go on hugging them for twenty or thirty 
yeirs more, and so from generation to gen- 
eration, until the heavy drag of these verita- 
ble Struldbrugs stops the turning of a tov 
conservative world on its axis. 


lt is, indeed, a most disheartening sign 


this desire of people to live beyond three 


score years and ten. unless its prolongation 
is desirable in the interests of others; and, 


— 


fortunately, these abnormal ages of 80, 90, 


es 


and 100 years are not to be-achieved, they 
simply occur as exceptions to a rule. The 
question under discussion in its true form is 
not how to live to four score or five score, but 
how to live proficiently and profitably and 
pleasantly alike for yourself and for others.” 

Sir George concludes by quoting the words 
on the ring of Senecianus: 

Live careless of the gods.”

Old Question. What Is Pleasure? 

This raises an interesting problem as to 
whether, on the average, duration of life is 
in inverse ratio with the amount of pleas- 
ure derived from it. Are to live pleasantly " 
and to live long directly antagonistic prop- 
ositions of which the average man must ac 
cept one and leave the other? Is a short 
life and a gay one the really better course? 
An interesting view of the question was giver 
recently by a well Known biologist who is also 
a doctor of philosophy. 

The question.“ he said. * hinges on a point 
older than either philosophy or science or 
medicine—the point as to what pleasure pre- 
cisely is. Is it a bottle of wine and a head- 
ache in the morning, or is it a draft of ‘cold 
water and a clear head? In my view it is 
a combination of both. 

“A man who denies himself all pleasures 
simply in order that he may live long is just 
as much of a rake as the man who drinks 
himself to death at an early age. They sim- 
ply have different ways of enjoying them- 
selves, that is all; one man indulges his taste 


_ for alcohol to excess; the other his taste for 
longevity. For it ought to be recognized that 
It is not, in itself, 


longevity is not a virtue. 
good for a man to live to be 90 or 100: 


indeed. considered quite dispassionately, it ia 
a Ruisanze. Nor, apart from relative ¢ir- 


cumstances, is it immoral] for a man to drink 
himself to death; but it is a pity.

We Can All Live Long. 


“The extreme degenerate and the extreme 
ascetic represent the two poles between which 
the average man strikes an intelligent mean. 
The ascetic and the degenerate are special- 
ists in life, whereas the ordinary human being 
is an expert on living. As a trained scientist 
with some knowledge of medicine, I have no 
hesitation in saying that the average man is 
potentially a centenarian. Theoretically we 
can all live to be 100 or older; but, like sen- 
sible people, we deliberately refuse the offer. 

“Every time a man eats buttered toast or 
drinks three cups of strong tea or smokes 
a pipe of shag he shortens his life by so 
much. On the other hand, he has his toast 
and his tea and his shag, which are the things 
that make life worth living. 

“That is the paradox of it—man uses up 
life in making it worth living. The faster he 
spends his money the more he finds out that 
it is worth having. That is why, from some 
points of view, a short life and a merry one 
is sound philosophy. But take care that it 
is really merry.

Live Discreetly and Enjoy Today. 

“The great point is to indulge in those 
pleasures which, while they may shorten life, 
do not interfere with the immediate enjoy- 
ment of it. Smoking in moderation shortens 
a man’s life, but it has no immediate ill ef. 
feets, ‘no unpleasant reaction. Alcohol in 
moderation shortens a man’s life, but does 
not give him a headache at the time. And 
so it is with most moderate indulgences— 
they shorten life, but they have no immediate

Mrs. Booth is a conservative, quiet though 
forceful woman, as ts manifest’ by her ap- 
pearance and cultured manner of speaking. 
She is a graduate of Coe college, located at 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., and it was while away at 


college thet she was attacked by the suffrage 


bacillue, a fact that was deeply deplored by 
her mother. who had come west from Vir- 
ginia, carrying with her many of her south- ~ 
ern ideas, among them. the conviction that 
“ woman’s.place is the home.“ 

Later when Mrs. Booth took up a teacher's 
work in the high schools the conviction that 
the ballot for women was the only just and 
gure means of righting political and social 
wrongs took firmer root. 

“J could not help but be convinced of the 
justice of woman's suffrage when ISsawWN¼om- 
en at the head of great. universities and also 
instructors in these institutions; women of 
great intellectual breadth and strong mora! 
fibre, with capabilities equal to practically 
any task,“ she says. They carried on their 
work effectually and resourcefully. Then it 
was that I fret fully understood what a waste 
of material the United States and other 
countries that have not granted full suffrage 
to women are responsible for, in permitting 
only men te vote and hold public office, when 
there are so many departments of govern- 
mental work that can be more successfully 
carrled on by women because of their expe- 
rience and special capabilities.’? 
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Becomes Active by Aceident. 

While Mrs. Booth had never wavered in 
her loyalty to the Votes for Women 
standard still she had never taken an active’ 
part in forwarding the suffrage movement, 
after she married and moved to Glencoe. 
until last spring, when she stirred up a strong 
suffrage spirit in the suburb, quite by ao- 
cident. 

At a meeting of the woman's gulid in the 
Episcopal church of Glencoe one of the mem- 
bers brought up the subject of suffrage, de- 
claring that it was perfectly ridiculous for 
women to want the vote. Others agreed 
with her expressing their opinions in no 
fiattering terms. ‘I have been a suffragist 
for many years,” announced Mrs. Booth, 
calmly and quietly. For a moment there 
was absolute silence, then a few others ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of it and finally 
a hot discussion ensued between the two, 
suffragiste and antia 

Finding such a keen interest marnitested 
by some of the women in the movement who 
plied her with questions, Mrs. Booth sensed 
the fact that the time was ripe to organize 
a suffrage association in Glencoe and ar- 
ranged to have a meeting at her residence 
the following week. The nineteen women 
who attended this first meeting showed so 
much interest and expressed so great a de- 
sire to work that an organization was im- 
mediately formed, The following officers 
were elected: Mrs Sherman Booth, presi- 
dent: Mrs. F. W. King, vice president; Mrs. 
W. A. Glasner, secretary; Mrs.Sylvan New- 
hall treasurer; Mrs. Norman WilMams audl- 
tor.

Mrs. Booth is particularly fitted for the 
office of president because of her executive 
ability of a high order and her work as chatr- 
man of the civics committee of the Woman's 
Library club of Glencoe, one of the oldest 
clubs in the state.

| Equality league for several years and a suf- 


fragist all her life, is one of the most ardent 
workers in the association. 

Mrs. Glasner, on the other hand, had 
thought herself a stanch anti-suffragist until 
she heard of the political horrors of West 
Hammond in an address given by Migs Vir- 
ginia Brooks. The story of the town’s re- 
demption from the corrupt rule of the bosses, 
told in Miss Brooks’ simple, straightforward 
manner, convinced Mrs. Glasner that she, as 
well as every other women, should come out 
for suffrage. 

Mrs. E. J. Sherwin was made chairman of 
the membership committee. With the mem- 
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bership of the club, 50 eight “months 
ago with nineteen members, now standing at

“We have sometimes ‘had to make use of 
a subterfuge in order to get some of the

When we had such fine speakers as Mrs. 
Ella 8. Stewart, Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, 
and Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch we 
resorted to any practical means to get the 
antis to come to the meeting. Some we asked 
to play for us; others were requested to sing. 
When they heard good sound suffrage argu- 
ments presented byithese britiiant enthusias- 
tic women they never failed to forget their 
anti-convictions and joined the league.“ 

Many of the women prominent In the social 
and intellectual life of Glencoe are numbered 
among the members of the suffrage associa- 
tion, a gratifying sign to the leaders in the 
movement who are forced to realize that 
the interest manifested by women of fashion 
has lifted it to the important position it holds 
today. It is not true that the succesess of 
the cause is due to the fact that society 
women indorsed it. No one who has been 
interested in the movement for a number 
of years and has known of the earnest, un- 
selfish endeavor of women who never have 
attended an afternodm tea or a fashionable 
dinner could make such an unfair state- 
ment. However, the mere name of some 
woman who has recognized social position 
is inclined to carry more weight and make 
many more converts than the ceaseless work 
of some woman of less prominence,

Glencoe Does Well with Petition. 

Last spring when the suffragists in Chi- 
cago worked so desperately to get the neces- 
sary number of signatures to the petition so 
that the suffrage question might be sub- 
mitted to the voters, the members of the 
association in Glencoe canvassed the entire 
town and succeeded in obtaining over 1,000 
names. This they thought a good propor- 
tion considering the fact that the population 
of the town is only 2,000. The town was 
organized by sections, with a head or cap- 
tain in each one of the four sections. Toa 
suffragist in each block of the town the cap- 
tain gave a petition and directed her to have 
it passed from one house to.another until 
it returned to its starting place.

INDON.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 

“We Londdners are not wearing the 

frock or cutaway coat and topper to 

nearly the same extent as yesterday. 

In fact, many -stock brokers, bankers, 
and members of the houses of parlament are 
discarding the silk hat for the bowler or 
derby hat and the morning or lounge coat. 
This appears to me to be a move in theright 
direction. The topper never looks its proper 
and dignified self at luncheon time after the 
morning business scramble—and one with 
its coat bristMng out ie just the step from 
sublimity to absurdity. And how easily this 
comes about! One knock, or if the hat be 
laid incautiously on the table or hung on the 
rack, will do it.

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HOW MUCH ARE THEY SPENDING? 
A wholesonie publicity is being forced on 

unwilling candidates for office and welcomed 
by willing ones. It is agreed that what a 
man spends campaigning for office, how he 
spends it, and who gives it to him to spend 
are matters that the public has a right to 
bave laid before it. 

Voters reasonably ask: 
up and how much? 
The law does not require, as yet, that can- 
didates for munlecipal office shall make an 
accounting. It has not got around to them, 
but the chances are it will. There was an 
Accounting i in the mayoralty election, candid 
ip some respects and not candid in others. 
Such as it was, it was better than no ac- 
counting, because it established a precedent. 
jpasmuch as one candidate was frank and 
sincere and another was not, the former was 
injured to some extent, but in spite of that 
it was better an accounting was insisted 
upen. 

Now there is another occasion for pub- 
licity in campaign funds. A municipal pri- 
mary and election are approaching, The 
city ¢an well demand to know how much 
the candidates for seats in the city council 
die spending. 

How much are you spending and how? 
Let the gentlemen who want to sit in the 
eouncil tell what it is costing them to gratify 
that desire. It is sound policy. Candidates 
for the national legislative body are required 
to make an accounting, and a large expendi- 
ture is held to disqualify then for office. A 
5 man may want a thing too much for the 
Thore ia: no-way at present to compel 4 
candidate tor alderman to open his books, 
but public sentiment will go a long way is 
that direction. In many wards a stubborn 
candidate will be crowded hard by the man 
Who is candid and makes an honest state- 
ment.

Chicago is increasing its population at the 
rate of 50,000 a year—2.1 per cent increase. 
The average rate of urban increase lu the 
last decennial period was 4 per cent a year. 
The Chicago rate of growth is not up to the 
average of growth of American cities. How 
much of this slowing up is due fo bad hous- 
ing? 

Of the nearly 9,000,000 immigrants who 
came into the United States in the ten year 
period, over 6,000,000 said they. were shop 
and factory workers. Chicago's proportion 
of those is between 300,000 and 400,000. 
These people have’poured into our regions 
of poorest housing to congest the already 
overcrowded rooms therein. For instance, a 
shipload of immigrants will be poured into 
a foreign quarter in the morning, and by 
night they will have been licked up as the 
sands of the Platte licked up the waters of 
the mountain. But they have added to the 
room congestion of an overcrowded quarter.

A FRENCH EXPLANATION OF 1870. 

Emile Ollivier’s account of the causes 
of the Franco-Prussian war is now given 
English readers in a transigtion by George 
Burnham Ives. M. Ollivier made the se- 
lections from his History of the second em- 
pire which Mr. Ives presents as the de 
fense of the Fren =. minister held most 
responsible for th 

Olivier, the Kea — the government of 
Napoleon III., is the dnly man now living 
who had a leading part in the affairs of 
France in 1870, and his activities ‘for 
nearly twenty years have been given to 
the preparation and publication of the 
history of “The Liberal Empire.” 

His conviction is intense that France 
found herself athwart Bismarck’s plans 
for the German empire and could not ex- 
tricate herself without the war which 
proved disastrous. He presents a case 
which convicts Bismarck of provocation 
to the full extent he charges, but which 
does not exculpate the French ministry. 
M. Ollivier would have the facts do so, 
but even his own presentation and inter- 
pretation of them do not permit it: 

His desire for peace, which reflected 
Napoleon’s hopes, is made obvious, and 
it was reasonably a desire for peace with 
honor. It was the tragedy of his govern- 
ment to get it and throw it away. Olii- 
vier had checked Bismarck; he had nega- 
tived the mischie vous intrigues of Mar- 
shal Prim.of Spain, and he had the word 
ot the king of Prussia ti consent to the 
Withdrawal ot the candidacy of Leopold 
ot Hohenzollern, for the throne of Spain, 
and he had obtained an announcement of 
the . withdfawal’“of Leopold's: name by 
Prince Anthony, his father. He had se- 
eured the end sought. A Prussian family 
was not to take the throne of Spain, and 
what France feared/as a menace was 
eliminated. The French war party was 
not satisfied, but it is not apparent that 
it could have overtirowh the ministry 
because of such a settlement. |

Prussia than in France. Bismarck, who, 
Ollivier says, had intrigued with Prim to 
force the Hohenzollern candidacy in Spain 
and to push France into war, had written

Such pipes carry 
much of the carbonic acid gas and 
some of the overheating. Let us way they: 
cut the danger in half. 

For use as bedroom heaters, a gas. stove 
is made with some water carried in pipes in 
the back or baffle plate above the flame, The 


statement of the selling agent is that this 


water moistens the air in the room. Asa 
gas heater rapidly adds heat to the air and 
does not add moisture, the air in the room 
speedily becomes very dry. Whenever heat 
is added to air a proportionate amount of 
water must be added or the air becomes un- 
fit. 


The need is present, but the remedy of- 
fered by the selling agent is no remedy at 
all. By what magic water in closed pipes 
ean become water in air, deponent sayeth 
not. As the water in the pipes cannot be 
heated much above 212 and the carbon flame 
is much above that figure, the net result of 
the use of this type of apparatus is the pre- 
cipitation of solid particles from the un- 
burned gas as soot, some of which goes to 
soil the walls and curtains and some to soil 
the lungs. 

_ 

If the manufacturer will provide an es- 
cape valve so that the steam from the coils 
will escape into the air of the room there 


will be some gain from the coile—enough to 


offset the harm from the increase in soot. 
Gas heaters without stovepipes in bath- 
rooms should 2 unlawful everywhere. 
Gas heaters or without pipes are al- 
lowable in bed where they are in use 
for not to exceed — minutes on con- 
dition that the room be aired soon after- 


wards. 

The height of folly is represented by the 
gas logs with asbestos whiskers. I suppose 
this monstrosity was devised by some 
poetic soul who thought it pretty.

On the other 
hand, gas logs without asbestos whiskers 
would fall into disuse at once. Nobody who 


knows that, customarily, a quarter of the

OPEN FIREPLACBS. 

Heating by open fireplaces is inefficient 
It is advocated be- 
cause it carries with it, automatically, ven- 
tilation that is fool proof. The ventilation 
afforded by open fireplace heating is not good 
ventilation—in fact, it is bad ventilation, 
but, bad as it is, no fool can make it horrid. 
It the windows’ are leaded in, the doors 
chiuked, the walls made unpermeable, and 
no ventilation ducts are open, the fire will 
not burn. Is that sense, the ventilation at- 
tendant on fireplace heating is fool proof. 
The same cannot be said of the prevailing 
school, church, factory and office ventila- 
tion, 


The old fireplace with great wooden * 
did all right when fuel cumbered the earth 
and the more you burned inside the house 
the less you had to burn when you cleared 
the new ground. The coal grate is not so 
wasteful, but it is wasteful enough. Much 
of the heat goes up the chimney. The fire- 
place is located on the inner wall and that 
part of the room is nearly warm enough 
without a fire. On a cold day a good hot 
grate fire may warm a room for a distance 
of about ten feet. The balance of the room 
will be too cold for comfort? Persons in the 
outer two-thirds of this zone will be warm on 
one side, but the rest of their bodies will be 
chilled beyond all comfort by the cold air 
flowing from the outside toward the fire.

HOT WATER HEATING. 
claimed for hot water 


It was singed and distilled and there re- 
sulted some ammonia, some carbon monox- 
ide, and some other substances less harmful 
but more offensive. This cooked odor and 
feel some people try to avoid by keeping the 
‘heating apparatus..free from dust, while 
others adopt the less troublesome procedure 
of putting in hot water heating. 

A great advantage of hot water heating 
is, that ry air leaves the heating surface 
ste fairly low temperature. The authorities 
are generally agreed the air should not be 
brought into a room ata temperature higher 
‘than 160 degrees, and some of the best of 
them say the temperature should not be 
higher than 104. Hot water heating meets 
this requirement well indeed. 

We commonly hear it said the air in hot 
water heating is less dry than with other 
methods of heating. A part of this opinion 
is purely psychologic; a part of it is based 
on material differences. If the air contains 
a certain quantity of moisture, enough to 
give a relative humidity of 70, the relative 
humidity can be dropped by raising the tem- 
perature of the alr. The amount of water in 
the air remaining the same, the air would 
be comfortably moist when it was cold, and 
uncomfortably dry when it was hot. 

Another advantage of hot water heating 
is that the heat coils can be placed under 
the windows and around the outside walls— 
locations where heat does the most good. 

So much for the advantages of hot water 
heating. Now for its disadvantages.

One, and the most important one, is that 
it is not a ventilation procedure... Hot water 
heating can be well done without ventilation. 
Most people do not know that heating and 
ventilation are two procedures which are 
frequently combined, but which, neverthe- 
less, are two procedures. As the average 
man thinks, when one is attended to, the | 
other ig also. 

A system of heating hat does not neces- 
sitate ventilation sometimes leads to bad 
conditions. When & room is heated to 70 
and the outside air is at zero, there will be 
some ventilation regardless of what is done 
to prevent. In spite of thick walls, air space, 
and heavy wallpaper, air will filter through. 
The saying is “Walls breathe.” In spite 
of well made windows, the cracks leak. 
But this is not sufficient ventilation to keep 
the air right. When the heat is by hot wa- 
ter the ventilation cannot be made fool proof. 

Another objection is the difficulty in evap- 
orating enough water to keep the humidity at 
50 in hot water heated rooms. In hot air 
heating the evaporating pan can be set over 
the firebox; lu steam heating, steam can be 
discharged into the room from the steam 
coils. But I know of no way to evaporate 
enough water in hot water coils to hold the 
humidity at or eis 50.

Winter itch results from drying of the skin.

Evaporate enough 
moisture to keep the humidity over 50 When 
you do this your trouble will coase, Otherwise it 
will held on until the heat is turned off im the 
spring.

Another interesting Japanese product and one 
more often seen in this country is the Silkie, a dainty 
fowl with a floss-like covering in place of feathers, 
with curious crests and with 
mulberry-colored faces and 
skin. So soft and downy are 
these birds that the hens often 
are used as mothers when the 
eggs of tender pheasants are 
being incubated. 

New breeds constantly are 
being created. Others are con- 
tinually being 
changed, some- 
times for the bet- 
ter, but often just 
the contrary.

seems like an institution in this 
eountry. No doubt, many 
people imagine he was found 
testing his lungs on the old 
stone at Plymouth when the 
Pilgrims hove in sight. In 
point of fact, this greed can 
not boast even an ante-bellum 
existence, dating back only 
" forty years. The progenitors 
of the Barred Rock were the 
Dominique and the Black 
Java, although it is probable 
that the blood from some other

breeds was added. The first Rock was very different 
from the stylish-appearing bird of today, was, in 
fact, a very blotehed, brassy, poorly-marked i- 
men. Constant breeding to an ideal has

But what of the Dominique and the Java? They 
are the birds of yesterday, as tomorrow the Barred 
Plymouth Rock may be. And yet they were common 
a few years ago and occasional specimens are still 
to de seen at the shows. Within a deeade a Con- 
nectieut -breeder advertised himself widely as “the 
Java man.” 

Some time ago the White Wyandotte came to dis- 
pute the supremacy of the Barred Plymouth Rock; 
but no real rival appeared until the Rhode Island 
Red entered the lists. Now, the Wyandotte, like the 
Rock, was strictly a fancier’s product. Fanciers 
made it and then turned it over to the utility breeder. 
The case was reversed with the 
little red hen, which had been 
bred on the shores of Long 
Island for twenty years or 
more before the fanciers 
sought it out. It was created 
by and for egg-farmers who 
wanted first-class layers of 
brown-shelled eggs along with 
a hen big enough to make a re- 
spectable appearance on the 
dining table of a Sabbath day. 
As soon as the fanciers had 
taken it up, fixed the type 


‘fairly well and given it some prominence, the Reds 


began to sweep the country. Today, they are bred 
in large and increasing numbers, supplanting the 
Plymouth Rock on thousands of farms, 


SOME nefy breeds just happen, as with the 
popular and handsome Columbian Wyandotte, 
which came into existence because a White Wyan- 
dotte hen saw fit to crawl through 2 hole in a fenee, 
there being a flock of Barred Plymouth Rocks on the 
other side. The owner of the hen —a clergyman — 
liked the cross which resulted so well that he pro- 
ceeded to perpetuate it. The Columbian exhibition 
at Chicago gave it its name. 

The results achieved by careful crossing are amaz- 
ing. In this way feath- 
ers with gold and silver 
lacings have been pro- 
duced, tails have been 
lowered and raised, 
combs made larger or 
smaller and feathered 
legs made smooth. The 
ideal toward whith each 
breeder works is found 
in the American Stand- 

ard of Perfection, a 
book issued by the 
American Poultry Asso- 
eiation, the organization 
which directs the prog- 
ress of the “fancy” in 
this country. 

Many wealthy men 
enter their bi only 
for the honors that they 
may win. They are in 

the game purely for the sport it provides, and they 

are likely to favor such breeds as the Polish and 

Hamburgs which require special care and are not 

adapted to the use of the utility poultry keeper. 

Many other entries are made by men who breed 

fancy poultry for profit and are well aware that a 

long list of winnings constitutes the best form of 
advertisement. There are shrewd, calculating men 
among these professional fanciers. Some years ago 
one of them scented a boom in a new breed. Very 
quietly, he bought breeding stock here and there until, 
when the next season opened, he had a larger num- 
ber of birds from which to make a selection than any

the continent. When the amateur pur- 
chaser gets his bundle, he usually rips 
it open to see what the plants look like. 
He leaves the roots ex to the air 
until he gets ready to set out the shrubs. 
Then, he digs a hole, crowds in the roots, 
pours a fs. os of water over the earth and 
calis the job done. 

Now, trees are living creatures and 


‘they need to be mighty robust to endure 


such treatment. Pretty often they die. 
They were not given a square deal. If 
they live, they are likely to be spindly 
and frail. 

Most failures are due to one of three 
causes or to a combination of them all 
— letting the roots dry out, failure to 
cut back the top, and too deep planting. 
The shrubs may be kept safely; for 
several days in the original kage, if 
the roots are not exposed. If they are 
to be kept for some time before being 
planted,.a trench should be dug and the 
plants set in it, very close together and 
slightly inclined toward the direction 
from which the sun shines, the roots 
being covered with earth. This is called 
*fheeling in and serves to keep the 
roots moist. : 

If there are several shrubs to be 
handled at planting time, it is well either 
to set them in a barrel of water or to 
dip the roots in a puddle of liquid mud, 
which will cake over them and prevent 
their being dried out by the wind. 


MAN Y men get poor results because 

of their curious mania for deep 
planting. Generally, a ring on the stalk 
will show where the plant stood in refer- 
ence to the surface of the ground when 
in the nursery. Let it go into the earth 
just deep enough to hide this ring under 
half an inch of soil. 

Lifting a plant usually deprives it 
of half its root growth, and the top 
should be cut back accordingly. It is 
just as well, in fact, to have rather less 
top than root at the beginning. Cutting 
back to this extent may seem a drastic 
measure; but it really is of vital impor- 
tance. The roots themselves should be 
trimmed smooth at the ends, if they have 
been broken off, and should be carefully 
spread out in a wide circle. This means, 
naturally, that a wide hole should be dug. 
To get the best results, the soil should be 
thoroughly dug over, just as if annual 
garden plants were to go into it. Well- 
rotted stable-manure may also be worked 
in to provide additional plant food. 

When the shrub has been set in the 
hole, the soil should be carefully worked 
in around the roots so as to leave no 
open spaces. The end of a lathe is ex- 
cellent for pressing the soil into the 
interstices. When half full of- earth, a 
pail ‘of water may be poured in, not so 
much because water is needed by the 
plants as to firm. the soil over the roots. 
When the hole has been entirely filled, 
the earth should be well compacted with 
a maul or the foot. A slight depression 


to hold the water may be left around 


each shrub. 

Put into the ground after this manner, 
one need, have little doubt about his 
shrubs ‘living’ and prospering. And in 
all the essential features, the process to 
be followed in planting trees is the 
same. Most shrubs look best when 
massed, and should therefore be planted

fond of the knife. Nipping of the 
branch ends is a eommon mistake. The 
real purpose should be first to cut out 
the old and dead wood, getting the 
pruning shears as close to the bottom of 
the plant as possible. Then, some of the 
new wood may be cut out, if necessary, 
and the branches trimmed back if they 
are growing out of bounds. Usually, 
very little of this work is needed. 

The hydrangea, however, is somewhat 
of an exception to the general rule. This 
shrub may be cut freely to secure special 
results; it is one of the most obliging 
plants imaginable. If wanted for mass- 
ing in a bed, it needs merely to be eut 
back almost to the ground. If a fine 
flowermg specimen on the lawn is de- 
sired, it may be allowed to grow freely, 
and shaped to suit the owner’s taste. 


FLOWERS FOR PORCH 
AND WINDOW 


ITH what high hopes do hundreds 
of flower lovers start porch and 


window boxes in the spring, only 
to see the plants wither and the flowers 
fade before the season has half gone by. 
And yet, it is possible to have a thrifty 
little garden on the porch or in the 
window until long after frost comes. To 
begin with, a strong box, fully eight 
inches deep, is needed. Many people err 
in using boxes that are too shallow and 
so dry out quickly. The box must be 
the garden. Well-rotted manure may be 
mixed with the soil, or a small amount 
of bone meal added. The third require- 
ment is water in abundance. Soil in 
boxes dries out much more quickly than 
that in the garden and, if neglected, the 
plants will perish of thirst. Daily 
watering is needed if the box is in the 
sun. 


When the middle of summer comes, 


window boxes that made a brave show 
up to that time begin to look seedy and 
forlorn. They need to be fed, and 
several light coats of manure will carry 
them nicely through the season. Or, 
the plants may be watered weekly with 
manure water the color of weak tea. 

The geranium is well adapted to 
white houses of the conventional type, 
and variegated vinca supplants it well. 
Nasturtiums, too, look well with such a 
house. It often happens that a box 
filled with vines only is more attrac- 
tive when used on a brick house than one 
boasting a profusion of flowers. Ivy and 
moneywort, like vinea, are good vines to 
grow. If the soil is made extra rich and 
the climbing nasturtiums used, there will 
be a wealth of foliage and not over-much 
bloom. Other good decorative trailers 
are Thunbergia, which grows rapidly and 
has many dark-eyed blossoms in buff, 
orange and white, and variegated 
Japanese hop. 

Pansies may be grown in the porch 
and window box very early in the sea- 
son, and later replaced with geraniums 
and other plants.

Boston Market is the best winter 
celery for the home garden, although 
Giant Pascal is a popular and splendid 
variety. Sow the seed in the open ground 
in April. When the plants are large 
enough, you may set them where they 
are to mature, if you want to save 
labor, but two transplantings are de- 
sirable, because the formation of long 
tap roots is prevented and better plants 
insured. , 

To grow celery conventionally, dig 
a trench fifteen inches wide - and 
six inches deep. Throw in plenty of 
well-rotted manure or pulverized sheep 
manure, or, failing either, a high-grade 
commercial fertilizer, and work in thor- 
oughly into the soil. Set the plants in 
alternate double rows six inches apart, 
and only partially fill the trench, so that a 


hose may be used to run water. into 
it. Keep down the weeds and if neces- 
sary shade the plants with boards or 
muslin or paper. 

Here is a simpler though newer plan. 
Do not dig a trench, but make the soil 
as fine as the mills of the Gods are sup- 
posed to grind, and work fertilizer into 
it deeply. Then, set the plants in a 
single row eight inches apart and cover 


the ground (here is the point) with two 


inehes of fresh horse manure (fresh, 
mind you), taking care that it does not 
touch the plants. Absolutely no further 
work will be uired until time to 
blanch the celery. What could be easier? 

Paris Golden is easily blanched by 
banking earth about it or using boards. 
A simple plan is to take a dozen stalks 
into the cellar from time to time and 
place them in a crock with the roots 
only covered with water. The stalks 
will blanch quickly and beautifully. 

Paper strips are now being used in the 
garden for blanching celery and is much 
handier than boards. Winter celery 
may be removed to the cellar in Novem- 
ber and banked up in sand. There really 
is no trick about growing celery. it it, 
even though you td only Paris Golden 
and buy your plants. You will have 
eelery up to Christmas.

But if you are willing to 
take a little extra pains, you can be eat- 
ing corn before your neighbor’s stalks 
have tasseled. Late in April, use sheep 
manure or other fertilizer to make a plot 
of rich ground richer still, and then fill 
a few paper pots or dirt bands. Plant 
half a dozen kernels in each pot and 
keep the latter in a box in a sunny win- 
dow, or set them in a cold frame. ‘Set 
out of doors or give abundant ventila- 
tion on bright days when the plants 
appear. Early in May, set the plants in 
the garden and watch them grow. Golden 
Bantam or Peep O Day, being early, are 
the varieties to use. 

Corn likes to have plenty of nourish-

worked with the hand hoe. Corn needs 
faithful cultivating; but after the first 
few weeks, the hoe should not penetrate 
deeply, as the rdotlets grow near the sur- 
face. The main thing is to keep a dust 
blanket on the ground and to subjugate 
the weeds. 

For the first sowing, use early varie- 
ties, then medium sorts and finally the 
late kinds up to the middle of July. 
Golden Bantam and Peep O’Day are un- 
excelled for the early crops.

FARLY AND BIG TOMATOES: 
Somebody has said that the weed of 
today is the flower of tomorrow, despised 
at first and then cultivated and nourished. 
Not many years ago the tomato was con- 
sidered poisonous, and nobody dared eat 
one. Now, it is one of the highly prized 
products of the vegetable garden. 

Use good ground for tomatoes, but no 
fresh manure, as the latter will stimulate 
plenty of foliage but few fruit. Well- 
rotted manure or pulverized sheep 
manure may be dug into the ground to 
advantage, or commercial fertilizer may 
be forked into the soil after the plants 
have been set out. A teaspoonful of 
nitrate of soda applied just as the to- 
matoes begin to turn will help the ripen- 
ing process and give a rich color. 

For an early crop, start seeds in the 
hot bed or in boxes in the window in 


March. Cover the seeds a quarter of 


an inch, and when the plants are an 
inch high transfer them to other bo tes, 
or better still to paper pots or dirt bands. 
See that they have plenty of air and are 
gradually hardened off. If indoors, det 
them on the porch on bright days. By 
the time the plants are six inches high, 
begin .giving a little liquid manure twice 
a week. 

Set the plants in the open ground two 
feet apart and bend the stalks so that 


several inches of stalk, in addition to 


the roots, will be placed under the sur- 
face. A short and shallow trench may 
be scooped out to facilitate this. This 
is a wrinkle new to most people, but 
which helps to encourage fine, strong and 
prolific plants, as a result of the rootlets 
that develop all along the buried stalk. 
Tall and spindling plants may be reduced 
in height and made more robust by 
adopting this simple plan. 

Tie the growing plants to stakes or 
frames and prune three times. The first 
time, remove many of the stalks and 
leaves. The second time, trim back as 
may be needed to let in the sunlight and 
take off the side shoots. The third time, 
remove many of the small tomatoes to 
force growth into the others. This plan 
will insure a crop to be proud of. 

Be sure to make a second outdoor sow- 
ing in May, in a sheltered corner or a 
seed bed. Thin to five inches and trans- 
plant in six weeks. 

Use Earliana or Early Jewel for the 
first tomatoes, with Stone and Perfection 
for later sorts. Many gardeners prefer to 
buy their tomato plants, but often are 
restricted to Dwarf Champion, which 
grows storky and makes a fine appear- 
ance as a plant. This is by no means 
the best tomato, but it is thoroughly re- 
liable and has a long season, so that 
some of the harsh things said about it 
are hardly merited. 

By all means, plant some of the hand- 
some little preserving tomatoes—the 
cherries, plums, pears and currants. Some 
of them are excellent for eating out of 
hand, and are a novelty when served 
whole with powdered sugar. They are a 
joy in the garden. 
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By sowing seeds in the cold frame in 
March and April and re-planting in the 


is over, a very long season is made 
possible. Little drills about six inches 


made with a pointed stick or a pencil. 
The coarse seeds may be covered twice 
their depth; but the very fine ones 
should be simply pressed into the soil 
with the side of a board, or sown on the 
surface and a little very fine sand or 
sifted soil sprinkled over them. 

Water should be given in a very fine 
spray, or by placing a strip of burlap 
over the seed bed and wetting that. 
An excess of water must be avoided, and 
it is best to keep the glass raised a crack 
all the time, and partly opened on warm 
days. The seedlings should be thinned 
and set into the open ground when danger 
of frost is over and the season well 
established; but first they ‘should be 
hardened to the temperature of the out- 
side world by giving more air daily 
until the glass is removed entirely. 


A MONG the flowers that may be 

started to good advantage in a cold 
frame are the asters, the balsams, 
ageratum, cosmos, mignonette, nicotiana 
(sweet-seented tobacco), annual phlox, 
salvia, snapdragon, stocks, Sweet William, 
verbenas, zinnias, salpiglossis, annual 
larkspur and Clarkia. Although the 
tubers of the dahlia are usually planted, 
it is entirely possible to have flowers the 
first year from seed. Growing dahlias 
in this way is always an interesting 
process, for one is never able to know 
in advance just what kind of flowers he 
is going to get. At any rate, it is pretty 
certain that he will have something 
entirely different from his neighbors. 


from seed, but the double sorts will 
flower if the seeds are sown in a frame 
in April. 

Most of the flowers mentioned may be 
started outside and still have flowers 
before the season is over; but in order to 
get several kinds as early as they are 
wanted, it is a great advantage to use 
a cold frame. any people buy their 
aster, ratum and zinnia plants; but 
a cold frame is a decided saving and 
makes it possible for one to choose the 
varieties he or she most admires. 

Some of the finest varieties of the 
cosmos bloom late, and when the seed 
is sown in the open ground they come 
into flower just in time to be nipped by 
the frost. Nicotiana is a strong growing 
plant, and if seeds are sown under glass 
early in April the fragrant blossoms will 
perfume the garden from early summer 
until the middle of October. Mignonette, 
too, another flower grown for its frag- 
rance, may be enjoyed for a much longer 
time by starting the seeds in March 
instead of waiting until May, when they 
may be safely sown outside. The annual
